"Jack"; Tax Levy 
Increase Looms 

Appropriations asked for by the 
various committees of the Lake coun- 
ty board of supervisors exceed last 
year's appropriations by at least 
$60,000, according to Arthur Vercoe, 
chairman of the finance committee. 
This indicates that there is to be an 
Increase In the tax levy for tho coun- 
ty for the 1930-1931 budget. An In- 
crease of $15,000 is asked by the 
poor committee. Last year $60,000 
was appropriated for this purpose 
but an overdraft of nearly $26,000 
was shown at tho close of the year. 

Funds for county officials' salaries 
also fell nearly $12,000 last year. 



A summary of the pro-school child 
clinic by the Lake County Medical 
Society and the Lake County Dental 
Society, assisted by the Lako County 
Tuberculosis Association, Victory 
Memorial Hospital and St. Therese 
Hospital, disclosed the fact that one- 
third of the children examined at the 
clinic have defective . vision, and 
eight out of every ten children have 
defective teeth. 

A total of 130 children were ex- 
amined at the clinic intended for 
children who enter school for the 
first time this fall. This servlco was 
ottered all such children of the coun- 
ty. The purpose was to prevent as 
far as possible, little children strug- 
gling In school with a physical handi- 
cap of some disease. It has been the 
hope, that when parents learn that 
their child Is not well, that, for tho 
good of the child and for his happi- 
ness,- they will correct the trouble. 
Eventually, this will be done for 
every child. For some It will be done 
now, and for some It will be done 
several years from now after con- 
siderable Buffering and loss. 

Many significant facts were dis- 
closed from an examination of tho 
summary of the clinic released this 
week.

No one believes more than I do In 
the doslr. blllly of having good teach- 
ing In our schools 
mid colleges and 
no one more than 
I deplores the fact 
that so many of 
those engaged In 
teaching are not 
adequately pre- 
pared and not es- 
pecially Interested 
In those they tench. 
And yet I am con- 
vinced that the In- 
tellectual progress 
of a child or a 
youth depends far 
more upon his own Interest nnd per- 
sistence nnd determination to Improve 
his mind thnn It does upon In sort 
of tenchers he has. A poor toucher 
may even be a stimulus to greater ef- 
fort upon the port of n student than 
otherwise nnd may result In his great- 
er self-reliance and independence of 

thought. 

Before I attempted to gain entrance 
Into college I had but one teacher who 
had ever progressed farther than the 
grnmmnr school before beginning to 
teach, aud while In college I was un- 
der the instruction of but one man 
who had ever earned In course n high- 
er thnn the bachelor's degree, nnd 
yet I cannot feel that I was particu- 
larly hundlen. ped. I might b. much 
wiser today thn- 1 now am K I had 
had better tenchers. hut perhaps I 
should have weaker powers of Inde- 
pendent thought 

Brown was hi to see me a few 
weeks ago concerning the scholastic 
progress of his son. The boy Isn't 
getting* on well and the father thinks 
that the cause of his son's mediocre 
accomplishment Is *he fact that he Is 
being badly taught. The Intellectual 
road Is hard for him, and no one is 
making It as smooth and easy as he 
would like, and as he thinks should 
bo done. The boy wants to be shown; 
he wants to be taken by the hand and 
led sympathetically through the con- 
fused mazes of education, ne has no 
Inclination to blaze his own trail, to 
find his own way, to climb unassisted 
over the obstacles which He In his In- 
tellectual path. Neither Brown nor 
his son assume nn unusual point of 
view. They have the general attitude 
that education should be made as sim- 
ple and easy as possible. But that Is 
not the way that either the mind or 
the body 1b trained. 

The greatest scientist and the great- 
est teacher I have ever known— one 
of the greatest in this country and 
one whose name Is familiarly known 
over. the civilized world, died a few 
months ago. . He was a specialist In a 
half dozen .fields when most men are 
quite contented to star In one. He 
could read nnd speak a half .dozen 
languages, and though he was par ex- 
cellence a scientist, he was versed In 
history and philosophy and literature. 
"In no one of thj various subjects 
which I have- taught,** he sold once, 
•'have I ever had one hour of formal 
teaching; I have worked things out 
for myself.*' 

No one had ever made the road easy 
for him. He was eager for knowl- 
edge, 'Hid he blazed his own trail. 

As I said, no one stands for good 
teaching more than I do. It Is help- 
ful, but It Isn't essential If one Is 
really eager for an education.

"Nobody over used "bal- 
anced rations" when I waa a girl, and 
wo all lived Just as long," they aro 
wont to grumble. Which may have 
boon true. But when they were glrla, 
thoy lived whoro freah fruits and 
vegetables were plentiful, and tho 
country had not a "tin-can epidemic", 
or so many commercial refined foods, 
void of tho most nutritious food ele- 
ments. They had their balanced 
ratlonB, but unconsciously. Moat 
women, nowadays, however, look at 
this matter of feeding their families 
from a sano and scientific vlowpolnt 
To help you In planning your meals, 
here aro the esacntlal facta regard- 
ing the apportionment of tho flvo ele- 
ments In tho varioua foods. 

Food At An Energy Producer 
Food la that which suppllca energy 
for tho activities of the body, mater- 
ial which enter Into its structure, 
ond those which so regulate tho 
rital procosscs aa to produce health. 
CalorleB — Tho energy valuo of food 
and tho energy requirements of the 
"body are estimated In CalorleB. It Is 
found that tho requirement for ono 
adult person varies from 2,300 to 
3,500 Calories a day. 

Vltamlnes aro substitutes which ex- 
ist in whole grain cereals, fruits, veg- 
etables, brown rice, milk, etc They 
are essential for growth and tho 
regulation of body processes. Th«*y 
are found In cereals and vegetables 
in or near tho husk or skin, hence, 
the Importance of non-waste of these 
essential parts. Many fresh veget- 
ables rich In Vltamlnes may be In- 
troduced Into the 'system as salads, 

etc. ; I 

Protein Is the foodstuff necessary 
for building muscular tissue. It 
abounds In loan meat, milk, white of 
egg, wheat, cheese, beans, etc. It 
also furnishes heat and energy. 
, Carbohydrates furnish heat and 
energy i -found In cereals, potatoes 
and some fruits In the form of sugar 

or ..starch. 

Pats, found in butter, cream, -olive 
oil.* bacon, etc., also supply energy 
and heat. 

An excess of any of these foods 
will help the body to store a reserve 
supply of fat. " 

Minerals, or inorganic salts, prin- 
cipally "of calcium, phorphorus, and 
Iron are necessary -to build and 
strengthen tho bones and to enrich 
and purify tho blood. They are 
found in certain vegetables and 
fruits. ' 

Twenty-five portions of food will 
Bupply 2,500 Calories, sufficient for 
the average person for one day. 

A wise selection of food Is: 

4 portions rich In fat. 

9 to 12 portions rich In starch. 

3 portions rich In sugar 

6 to 8 portions rich in protein. 

3 to 4 portions rich in mineral sub- 
stances.

Preserved 

Watermelon Rind 



By MOLLIE MARTIN 
If housewives but knew tho delic- 
lousness of preserved watermelon 
rind thoy. would not so promptly 
throw the basis of this delicacy away.. 
•When next you have a watermelon 
try the following recipe. The result 
will be so pleasing that I am sure you 
will preserve many Jars of water- 
melon rind to bo enjoyed by your 
family this coming winter. 

Preserved Watermelon Rind 
2 pounds prepared watermelon 

rind 
.2 quarts water 

2-5 ounce. lime 

2 pounds sugar 

4 quarts water 

1 lemon sliced thin 

Spices or ginger root 

Cut tho red portion of the water- 
melon from the rind. Remove the 
green outer akin and cut tho white 
part into Inch pieces. Soak tho wa- 
termelon In tho Umewator, made by 
stirring the lime Into the 2 quarts of 
wator, and let it stand for 3& hours. 
At the end of that time, let tho rind 
stand In fresh cold-water for 1 hour. 
Drain and boll In clear water for 1% 
hours or until tender. Drain. Make 
a syrup of tho sugar and the 4 quarts 
of water, and drop tho rind into It 
after It has reached the boiling point. 
Add tho lemon and tho splcos. The 
spices will tend to darken tho pre- 
serves until the syrup Is thick or un- 
til the temperature has reached. 222 
p. When tho preserves are cooked, 
pack into sterilized jars, add Byrup 
to cover, and seal.

1-3 cup dates, 1-3 cup raisins, 1-3 
cup nut meats, (all ground). 

Mix well, In the usual order of 
mixing drop cookies, and spread out

Put on board and cut In 
any shape desired. Whon raisins 
are used, I usually grind them, and 
mix them in with tho dough.

Basket Will_ Contain 

Doesn't that picture, soon so often 
in advertisements, of the little boy 
starting off to school swinging his 
books and his dinner pall make an 
appeal to you? Being women, we 
look first to see if he is scrubbod 
clean, is carefully dressed, hasn't 
forgotten his books or his lunch pail. 

And when ho cornea homo at 
night, we give him a cursory glance 
to see if he Is all there, and that his 
clothes haven't become too badly 
soiled or torn, and then wo ask, 
"Well, Billy, did you eat alll your 
lunch today?" or "Did you have

Instead of this, you should bo ask- 
ing, "I wonder If he had enough of 
the 'right' things to eat?" 

Some children have the unfortun- 
ate habit of comparing their lunches 
with those brought by other children.

The entire 
journey covers about 977 miles and 
can be made in about three days if 
neceaaary, although It is advisable 
to allow at least six or seven days to 
complete the happy motor Jaunt. 

SUch Is the itinerary of the trip 
outlined by the Touring Bureau of 
The Automobile Club of Illinois, in 
' co-operation with this newspaper. 
There are many points of Interest to 
be found along this route and one 
had better be prepared for spending 
nn extra day or two at one of the 
famous Michigan or Wisconsin resort 
cities. , 

Mackinac Island Is worth a side 
trip as well as one to the great locks 
at Saulte Ste. Marie. The upper pen- 
insula of Michigan offers its pine 
forests and all along the trip there 
are* bayous, ponds and lakes where 
flsh are to be caught. 

The route as prepared by the tour- 
ing bureau takes the motor caravan 
through Michigan first. Summer 
finds lots of life in tho cities and 
towns bordering on the east shore of 
Lake Michigan. .Some of the rivers, 
lakes and bayous that are passed en- 
route are: St. Joseph river, Paw 
Paw Lake, Kalamazoo river. Black 
lake, Muskegon river, Crystal lake, 
Pell and Trout lakes, Charlevoix 
lake and Little Traverse bay. These 
are all on U. S. No. 31. 
. The trip back on the Wisconsin 
side is equally as interesting as that 
2 of its neighbor state.

occurs there is a doclded danger of 
rheumatism, heart disease or kidney 
disease developing as a complication. 
It means that every time there is an 
earache there is real danger of mas- 
toid disease and deafness. 

The kidneys wore diseased in one 
out of every ten. This condition is 
serious to life. If it is not gotten un- 
der control the child will probably 
not live to adult manhood or woman- 
hood. 

Three children wore found to have 
diseased hearts. Every one recog- 
nizes the seriousness and need of at- 
tention for such a condition. 

Hearing was found defective in 
four children. If a child is partial- 
ly deaf before seven years of age. he 
he is going to be totally deaf before 
he grows up. unless the disease is 

stopped. 

Eight children out of every ten has 
decayed teeth. Five children of this 
group had decayed permanent teeth. 
Seven out of .every eight with badly 
decayed teeth had enlarged glands 
which is an indication of the presence 
of Infection.

I left Antioch May 10. at 6:20 
o-ciock and arrived in Chicago at 
8-20 An army officer met mo and 
looked after me until the other Gold 
Star Mothers arrived. When all were 
assembled, wo mounted the steps or 
the B. & O. passenger train and start- 
ed on the Gold Star Mothers' PU-, 
grlmnge, to the cemeteries of Franco, 
whore American boys sleep. 

Reaching Jersey City the following 
day. wo were met at the train by an 
Army officer, put on a bus and con- 
veyed by ferry across the channel 
and through the Holland tunnel, and 
taken to thc Hotel Roosevelt, New 
York, where wo were assigned com- 
fortable rooms, there completing our 
arrangements for the voyage. 

A banquet was served at 6 o clock 
p. m.. in honor of the Mothers Fol- 
lowing this, each member of the 
group was presented with a beautiful 
silk flag, held in a case boarlng the 
Cold Star Emblem, by the courtesy 
of the City of New York. Sightsee- 
ing excursions were arranged for 
those who wished to go, and for those 
remaining an entertainment was pro- 
vided by the Master Musicians at the 

After spending a restful night, wo 



arose, breakfasted at 6:45 and at _8 
o'clock were taken by bus to Hobo- 
ken N. J., where we boarded the 
palatial steamship. George Washing- 
ton We were soon assigned to our 
cabins, and our suitcases were do lv 
ered to us. We were all eager for the 
voyage to begin. I 

Many of the Mothers received con-| 



gratulatory messages and flowers 
from relatives and friends, by radio 
and wire, and I could not help but 
admire the thoughtfulncss of the 
Legion posts who sent these mes- 
sages of cheer. 

Everything In order, the ship's 
signal was given and our "palace be- 
gan, moving slowly and gracefully 
away, amid cheers, waving flags, and 
fond good-bys". 

It certainly gave us a never-to-be- 
forgotten thrill, when our contingent 
consisting of 257 Gold Star Pilgrims, 
designated "Group D", began our 
memorbale voyage at 11:00 a. m., 
from pier 4. Hoboken, May 21, 1930. 
The day was beautiful and clear, and 
our ship sailed away so smoothly 
that we could scarcely realize that 
we were moving. 

After three or four days' sailing, 
we were progressing against a rather 
hard wind, which must have retard- 
ed our progress somewhat, as we 
were a day late ln reaching Cher- 
bourg. None of us could understand 
the reason for tho delay, but decided 
that it must be due to wind and 
heavy fog. as the foghorn, near our 
cabin, was blowing nearly continu- 
ously for one whole night, keeping us 
awake. I arose, went out on deck, 
but, finding nothing alarming, went 
back to bed. • 

The first few days out., several or. 
the mothers were seasick, but the 
doctors and nurses did all in their 
power to make them comfortable. 
Misfortune attended some of the 
mothers: one fell and broke several 
ribs- another broke her wrist, and 
another was reported to have become 
insane, and later to have been sent 
to a sister in Germany. 

We certainly did not lack for en 
tortalnment and conveniences on this 
ship. Each day of the voyage was re- 
plete with amusement for the entire 

group. ■ ..

The Fate of Marshal Ney 

ACCOUDJNO to tho undoubt ed rec- 
ords of his time nnd the ptiges 
of every history which contents Itself 
with udherlhg to the strict letter of 
proven evidence. Michel Ney; marshal 
of France, duke of Gohlrigcn, prince 
of Moskva nnd bosom friend of Na- 
poleon llonaparte. met his death at 
the hands of a firing sijuad on Decern- 
her f», 1815— his crime holtig loyalty 
to Ills old comma n dor when Bonaparte 
had escaped from ICIba. 

Hut this Is one of tho many In 
stances when a strict Interpretation 
of history Is at variance with the ex- 
perience of Individuals, when a read- 
ing of the records In the case must 
bo tempered by the experience of In- 
dlvhlunls. Marshal Ney Is reported 
to have been executed on December 
5. 1815. but . . . 

On the day following the funeral of 
the marshal of France, Philip I'etrle. 
n former soldier In tho marshal's 
army who had turned sailor at the 
close of the Napoleonic wars, was 
scouring the decks of n vessel which 
was to clear Bordeaux that night for 
Charleston, S. C. While at his work 
I'etrle glanced up as a hooded figure, 
wrapped In a long cloak, came n hoard 
from a small boat. In an Instant the 
former soldier was on his feet, his 
heels clicked together and his hand 
snapped up In the precise salute of 
the Napoleonic veterans. Standing 
thus he waited for the cloaked figure 
to pass him. But the passenger halt- 
ed and. In a muffled voice. Inquired: 
"Who do you think I am?" 

"You are my old commander, sir. 
Marshal Ney." replied tin* other, "I 
would know you In ten thousand." 

"Marshal Ney." stated the voice 
which proceeded from the hood, "was 
executed for treason In Paris, two 
«lays since." 

Hut. during the remainder of the 
voyage, as I'etrle afterwards declared 
to a number of reputable witnesses, 
the cloaked passenger did not appear 
on deck— and. what was still more 
remarkable, I'etrle did not knowi nt 
the time of his recognition of his old 
commander, that Marshal Ney had 
been executed I 

The next chapter In the case of re- 
port vs. history was written at Char- 
leston, .-. C, some weeks later when 
a trio of French Immigrants chanced 
upon a familiar figure In one of the 
side-streets of the American city and 
exclaimed: "It Is Marechal Ney him- 
self," whereupon the figure vanished I 
: nto a nearby house. 

About this time n mysterious per- 
son who gave the nnme of Peter Ney 
appeared In Cheraw, 8. C, and ob- 
tained n position as French teacher 
In a school af Brownsville, nearby. 
(.»ne morning he was found in bed, 
his throat raw and bleeding from 
wounds which he himself had In- 
flicted nnd. clutched In his left hand 
was a newspaper giving an account 
of the recent death at St. Helena of 
Napoleon Bounparte, former emperor 
of the French. On the hearth was n 
pile of burned documents, while sev- 
eral Jeweled decorations adorned the 
table — relics which were carefully put 
away until Peter Ney had fully recov- 
ered from his attempt at suicide. 

It was not until 18-10 that the 
schoolmaster died and, on his death- 
bed, was pressed by his physician to 
clear up the mystery which surround- 
ed his prior life. With an effort "Pe- 
ter Ney" sat holt upright, held his 
head erect and declared. In a voice 
which held more than an echo of its 
former clearness: "I am Michel Ney, 
marshal of France," and fell hack 
dead. 

After the funeral, Mrs. Mary C 
Dalton. of Iredell county, North Car- 
olina, gave out what she said was tho 
true account of Marshal Ney's escape, 
as told to her by "Peter Ney" under 
seal of secrecy. When sentence of 
death had been passed upon him, ac- 
cording to this account, the marshal 
had been notified that the firing 
squad had been made up of his own 
men who were to fire over his head. 
At the report of their guns lie was 
to press his hand to his heart, re- 
leasing a quantity of ox blood con- 
tained In a bladder, and to fall for- 
ward as If dead. At the hospital he 
would be replaced by the corpse of a 
common soldier, executed that morn- 
ing nnd dressed In the uniform of the 
marshal, while his escape to America 
would be facilitated by way of Bor- 
deaux. 

So It would therefore appear that 
all the Individual evidence In the 
mystery of Marshal Ney points In one 
direction, toward the fact that his- 
tory Is mlstnkeu when It declares that 
Michel Ney was executed on Decem- 
ber 3, lSlo. and that he really died 
In South Carollnn, thlrty-ono years 
Inter. 

But, even granting this, there Is 
still one more question which remains 
unanswered: Why, If Peter Ney and 
Michel Ney were one nnd tho same, 
did not the former marshal of France 
return to his native country when full 
and corapleto amnesty was granted to 
all political exiles?

It may 
be ''speeded up." nnd, at the sorao 
time, people will ho encouraged to 
care for trees nnd protect them In 
n now way because of their associa- 
tions. Montreal. Can., has such n 
tree-planted memorial b o u I e v a r d 
many miles long. These Irees nre 
carefully tended nnd ornamented 
with Hags each Armistice day. 

Crop Rotation Ancient 
The principles of soil cultivation, 
which are Included under the term 
"scientific farming." were known to 
tho farmers of the most ancient 
times, according to II.

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A GOOD salad Is always a welcome 
dish at any time or season. Fruit 
salads especially appeal to the appe- 
tite In warm weather. 

* Chilled Fruit Salad. 

Cover salad plates with fresh crisp 
lettuce and arrange mounds of sliced 
fruit, % such as oranges, grapefruit, 
peaches, pears and berries. In the 
center plnco a mound of cottage 
cheese, then surround with such 
fruit and berries as are In season. 
Serve with n fruit mayonnaise— ndd. 
orange juice to mayonnaise, chill and 
bent well before serving. 

One of tho valuable food adjuncts 
(vitamin C) Is found most liberally 
in the citrus fruits. It Is nn unstable 
element and cannot be stored In tho 
body for nny length of time, hence 
a dally Intake of such fruit makes for 
bodily health. 

Fruit Cup Dessert. 
Cut one orange, ndd one cupful of 
pineapple diced, one cupful of halved 
strawberries or white grapes, one-half 
cupful of powdered sugar. Servo very 
cold in sherbet glasses with a mara- 
schlno cherry for a garnish. 

Deviled Crabs. 
Take one can of crab meat, mix 
with one cupful of bread crumbs soft- 
ened with one-half cupful of milk, add 
two egg yolks hard cooked and put 
through a sieve; add ono tablespoon- 
ful of salt, a dash of mustard, one- 



fourth of a cupful of melted butter. 
Fill tlmbnles or small ramekins, sift 
buttered crumbs over the top and 
brown lightly in a moderate oven. 

Orange Ice Cream. 
Mix three cupfuls of orange Juice 
with one cupful of sugar. When well 
dissolved ndd two cupfuls of thin 
cream or tho same of milk and one 
cupful of thick cream. If the thick 
cream Is used whip It before adding. 
Freeze to a mush, then add the 
whipped cream and finish freezing. 

Lemon Fruit Sherbet. 
Add to one qunrt of rich milk two 
nnd one-half cupfuls of lemon juice 
nnd one cupful of nny of the follow- 
ing fruits: Crushed strawberries, rasp- 
berries, apricot pulp, mashed peaches, 
bananas "or apple sauce. Freeze as 
usual. 

A Man's Salad. 

Take one head of lettuce, one-half 
dozen young green onions, chopped 
fine, including tho tops; one hard- 
cooked egg, also chopped. Combine, 
add salt and pepper and serve with a 
good frencli dressing.
